The 1 12 2°'' rejections of claims 1-5 in prior Office Action dated 7/28/2009 is withdrawn 
in view of the present Amendments.

The instant Application is allowable in view of the following comments. 

Closest prior art Hollowell (US 3344585) does not teach cooling gas in 2"^* washer 
(bottom washer) as well demister in the bottom washer. It is shown in the Figure below.

Prior art Diemer et al (US 4559210) - Figure 1 does not teach demister and the additional 
water for demist, fine washer section delimited by demist on the top and a liquid-impermeable 
partition plate at the bottom.

Because there are significant structural differences among these prior arts, lack of proper 
motivation to combine them to reach the Applicants' invention for the obvious reasons. 

Applicants' independent claim 1 recites: the waste gas is introduced into a 1st washer, and 
a cooling gas is introduced into a 2"'' washer, and additional water is introduced into the 1**^ 
washer and an aqueous solution is introduced into 2"'' washer wherein both the waste gas and the 
cooling gas pass through at least one mist collector before exiting fi-om the respective 1^* and 
washer, in each instance, wherein the additional water is 1^* introduced into a fine-washing area 
of the 1^* washer, delimited by the mist collector on the top and by a liquid-impermeable partition 
bottom at the bottom, and sprayed onto the at least one mist collector, and the aqueous solution 
that forms in the fine-washing area is subsequently passed into the 2"'' washer. This claim is 
further illustrated in the following Figure. 
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1:1^^ washer; 2: 2"'' washer; 3: pre-purification stage; 4,5: demister; 6: waste gas 
(ammonia dust); 7: cooling gas; 8,9: additional water; 10: spray head; 11: discharge; 12: partition 
bottom (hquid impermeable, gas permeable); 14: fine washing area; 16: purified cool gas; 17,18: 
sump circulation system; 22,23: screen bottom; 24: 60% urea of aqueous solution. 

Accordingly, it is concluded that claims 1-5 are patentable in light of above comments, 
and passed to issue as the date of this Allowability Notice.
